Numismatic history is highlighted every few years by a landmark auction sale. In the past such 
auctions as the Bushnell Collection (1882), John Story Jenks (1921), William Forrester Dunham (1941), 
and others have achieved immortality due to the rarities they contained. Taking its place among the top 
several dozen greatest auction sales ever held in America will be the Kensington Collection sale described 
in this catalogue.

Note: When the Type II gold dollar design was adopted in 
1854 it was soon learned that the pieces did not strike up 
properly, particularly at the two center figures of the date 
(the 8 and 5) and at the LL of DOLLAR. This is because 
these features were directly opposite the part of the obverse 
in highest relief and there simply was not enough metal to 
deeply fill the parts of the reverse and the high- relief parts of 
the obverse at the same time (unless exceptional pressure or 
multiple striking were used, which the mint was not willing 
to do on production-line coins). As a result, the design of the 
gold dollar was changed in 1856. The problem was thus 
obviated. The Type II design was struck only in part of 1854, 
all of 1855, and at the San Francisco Mint in 1856. 
Specimens in high grades are elusive today. Well struck pieces 
are great rarities for the reasons just cited.

Note: In the monograph ''U.S. Eagles’’ Walter H. Breen has 
written that there are apparently 17 or 18 specimens of the 
foregoing variety in existence, in comparison to about 15 
specimens of the other variety of this year: the 1 798/7 with 
7 stars left and 6 right. The 900 specimens of 1798/7 with 
9/4 stars are believed to have been delivered from the 
Philadelphia Mint on February 17, 1798, and were produced 
by overdating an unused die from 1797 (for no 1797 eagles 
with the 9/4 stars arrangement are known). As noted, fewer 
than 20 specimens of this variety exist today.

The design was created in 1907 when Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens, prominent American artist and sculptor, prepared 
at the personal request of President Theodore Roosevelt this 
design. Earlier, Roosevelt had been examining contemporary 
American coins and comparing them with ancient and 
classical pieces. Thereupon he made the observation that the 
current coins were hardly artistic and that no advance in 
coinage art had been made in the 2,000 years since ancient 
Greek and Roman times. 

Saint-Gaudens prepared his illustrious high relief design, an 
outstanding example of which is offered in this lot. The date 
is in Roman numerals and the coin is struck in high relief 
with a sculptured appearance. It was soon learned that the 
public would find a continuing date sequence of Roman 
numerals to be confusing and that the high relief of these 
pieces required several blows of the coining press to bring up 
the proper sharpness— something that was intolerable in 
high-volume production runs. So, after 11,240 of the 
MCMVII high-relief pieces were minted the design was 
modified to the Arabic numerals and shallow-relief format. 

The presently -offered coin cannot be exceeded ki quality 
by any other extant Uncirculated coin of this design. A prize 
for the connoisseur!

Noe’s The New England and Willow Tree Coinages of 
Massachusetts. Struck from Noe’s obverse die No. 3 and 
reverse die D, as described; 

Obverse Die 3: Above the tree and just below the fourth 
stroke of the letter M is a tiny cross . . . 

Reverse Die D; The XII is large in scale and low on the 
field. The central dot is large and pronounced. Punctuation— 
NEWENGLAND . ANDOM:. 

The presently-offered specimen is in Fine condition and is 
unevenly struck, as usual. It weighs 67.5 grains. In the Noe 
monograph on this series it is listed as No. 20 and was 
attributed in 1943 as belonging to a “midwest coin firm” 
(otherwise unidentified). The piece is illustrated on Plate V 
(which appears on page 82 of the monograph as subsequently 
incorporated into Quarterman Publications’ collection of Noe 
monographs: The Silver Coinage of Massachusetts, page 82). 
The coin has a pleasing light gray surface and is on an 
exceptionally perfect and round planchet. It is one of the 
finest Willow Tree shillings ever to appear on the numismatic 
market. As such, it should attract wide attention and spirited 
bidding. Here is one of the most important classics in the 
entire series of American coinage. 

The coin, the finest known of this variety (as Sydney P. 
Noe could not locate a better specimen), was formerly in the 
Waldo Newcomer, Col. Green, and F.C.C. Boyd collections, 
not to mention in several dealers’ hands (including the 
“midwest dealer” noted above) while in transit from one 
home to another. In recent years it was acquired by Philip 
Benedetti from John J. Ford, Jr., at a New England 
Numismatic Association convention. Mr. Benedetti in turn 
sold it into the Gore Collection in Florida. 

Note: All known authentic Willow Tree shillings are 
indistinctly struck at the center and often in other areas as 
well. We excerpt some of Sydney P. Noe^s comments re this: 
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220 1658 Cecil, the second Lord Baltimore, fourpence or groat. 

Rarest of the three silver denominations produced in England 
and distributed in America by the “Lord Proprietor of 
Maryland.” (The other silver denominations are the sixpence 
and shilling. ) 

The presently-offered coin is Extremely Fine or slightly 
better. It has been plugged near the top rim of the obverse 
and corresponding part of the reverse. This was done long 
ago, perhaps in the 19th century, and the piece has since 
retoned to a natural coloration. An attractive-appearing 
specimen of a very important issue. 



218 1652 Pine Tree shilling. Noe-8, the Spiney Tree variety. Large 
planchet. Weight: 71.8 grains. Small planchet clip at right 
edge does not affect the lettering or legends. 

This coin, one of the most beautiful to appear on the 
market in recent decades, is in AU grade. The surface is 
bright silver, with scattered areas of deeper toning. A superb 
specimen of one of America’s most romantic coin issues. 

Note: Over the years much has been written in fact and 
fiction concerning the Pine Tree shilling. Two old American 
legends relating to them are: 

1. During colonial times in Massachusetts a bride’s dowry 
would often be paid in Pine Tree shillings— an amount of 
silver shillings equal to her weight. (Ed. note: How fortunate 
if the groom was a numismatist!) 



The most pronounced characteristics of the Willow Tree 
coins, and the one which occurs first to most students, is the 
extraordinary amount of double- striking which they present. 
In all the specimens which have been gathered for this work, 
not a single one can be said to have been perfectly struck. 
Not only do some of the specimens have segments which are 
not struck up, and therefore show weak or indistinct 
inscriptions, but overlappings of the letters often make die 
identifications difficult. So too with the Willow Tree, which 
gives the type its name— frequently it is a mass of confused 
lines with little resemblance to a tree of any kind.

This coin, one of the rarest and most desirable of all colonial 
issues, is absent from nearly all major specialized collections. 
It is our estimate that including specimens in the hands of 
collectors and those permanently impounded in museums 
fewer than ten examples are known to exist. 

So far as we can determine, no specimens have appeared in 
any auction sale during the past decade. The present 
specimen, a beautiful Extremely Fine with planchet striations 
(as struck), is to our knowledge the second finest known 
example of this rarity. It is exceeded, and then only slightly, 
by the Extremely Fine piece in the celebrated collection of 
William Anton, well-known dealer and specialist in the New 
Jersey copper series. It is exceedingly improbable that the 
Anton piece will come on the market in the near future. 

Here is a remarkable opportunity for the advanced 
collector and specialist in state and colonial coinage. 
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231 1786 Nova Constellatio copper. Crosby 1-A. The only variety of 
this year. 

When Sylvester S. Crosby produced his monumental Early 
Coins of America in 1875 he knew of only two specimens of 
the 1786 Nova Constellatio. Since that time a few more have 
been discovered, bringing the total population to about 5 or 
6 known today. 

The present specimen is in Very Fine grade and is 
exceptional in that the 1786 date is extremely bold and 
sharp. A planchet defect at 10 o’clock on the obverse (and 
the corresponding place on the reverse) was incurred during 
the planchet preparation process. Areas on the obverse and 
reverse have a brassy color, due to incomplete mixing of the 
metal alloy. This is a characteristic which occurred on two 
other 1786 pieces which we’ve handled in the past. Con- 
sidering the crude striking of this pieces the presently offered 
specimen is one of the very finest examples known to exist. 

This remarkable coin, one of the most highly prized of all 
colonial copper coins, should sell for a record price. 

Note I: We can trace only two public sale offerings in 
recent years, both of which were purchased by a a well- 
known Norfolk, Virginia, colonial specialist who would have 
paid more had it been necessary. These two pieces are the 
coins sold by Lester Merkin on October 7, 1 972, Lot 500, at 
$3,100, and the piece sold by Stack^s in their sale of March 
29, 1 973, Lot 82, at $4,250. 

Note 11: All specimens we have personally examined have 
been crudely struck. It is unknown by whom the coins were 
struck. The Guide Book of U.S. Coins observes that 
^^evidence indicates that they were struck in Birmingham 
(England) by Thomas Wyon, and imported for American 
circulation as a private business venture by Gouverneur 
Morris. ” It is our opinion that the T786 Nova Constellatio, 
being of different style and striking than the 1 783 and 1 785 
issues, was struck elsewhere, perhaps in America by Captain 
Thomas Machin.

232 1787 New York Excelsior cent. Eagle on globe facing left. The 
obverse displays the arms of the state of New York, with the 
'State motto, EXCELSIOR, below. The reverse is with a 
heraldic eagle. 

The presently offered specimen is a beautiful VF-EF 
example without any defects of any kind. The only superior 
specimen we’ve seen in recent years was the one in the 
collection of the late Cyril Hawley. Most other known 
specimens show retooling or repair, for some reason.

Miller 1.2-C. Also called 
the Bradford Head variety. R-3 on the Miller scale. The 
design of the Muttonhead variety is different from other 
contemporary Connecticut coppers. The obverse head is 
distinctive and is unlike the other issues in the series which 
are mainly copies of the portrait of King George II and III of 
England. The reverse, far from being the usual copy of 
Britannia (inspired by the contemporary British halfpenny), 
displays the seated figure of what has been described as an 
Indian princess. 

Connecticut coppers were produced in several locations by 
several coiners, including at least two mints in the state of 
Connecticut and also Machin’s Mill in New York. The 
Muttonhead differs in workmanship from the products of 
these other coining enterprises and was probably made by 
another source, presently unknown. 

Nearly all specimens of the Muttonhead variety are very 
weakly struck. The specimen here offered is an extraordinary 
AU or slightly finer specimen and is unapproached in 
condition by the John Work Garrett (Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity), Ted Craige, W.S. Appleton (Massachusetts Historical 
Society), and other specimens which we have examined.

The Transposed Arrows variety is the landmark coin in the Massachusetts cent series. It has characteristics which separate it 
from all other coins in the series.

The 
presently -offered coin is superior to any we have seen or are aware of in museums or collectors hands.

Note: Massachusetts copper coins were authorized on October 17, 1 786. A state mint was established, with Joshua Witherle 
in charge. Half cents and cents were struck in 1786 and 1787. These pieces were the first United States issues to bear the 
denomination CENT. A cost analysis showed that it cost the state over one cent to produce each half cent and over two cents 
to produce each cent, so the state mint was closed. 

Most of the dies for the series were made by Joseph Callender. It is thought that Jacob Perkins, famous silversmith of 
Newburyport, Massachusetts, also engraved certain dies. Perkins was the engraver in 1800 of an illustrious series of Washington 
funeral medals with the legend HE IS IN GLORY, THE WORLD IN TEARS, and other sentimental inscriptions. 
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A FINE GROUPING OF MACHIN’S MILLS HALFPENNIES 

It is our pleasure to offer an illustrious series of Machines Mills 
halfpennies. On pages 24 and 25 the Guide Book of U.S. Coins 
describes Machines coinage enterprise and discusses the imitation 
halfpennies made by this firm. 

Sylvester S, Crosby, in Early Coins of America, gives information 
concerning this operation (cf. pp. 1 90, 1 91 ): 

In 1787 a ^ ’^manufactory of hardware’’ known as Machin’s Mills was 
established at New Grange, Ulster County, now Newburgh, New York, 
the principal purpose of which is supposed to have been the coinage of 
copper . . . 

Orange Lake was also called Machin’s (or Machen’s) Pond. Captain 
Machin first opened the outlet of the pond and erected a manufactory 
to make coppers for change and circulation. The outlet comprises a 
large part of Chamber’s Creek, which supplies the New Mills and other 
manufacturing establishments with water. This outlet was originally the 
place where the waters of the pond ran off at high water. The natural 
one is further west at a place called Pine Point, and the stream from the 
pond crosses the turnpike just east of Mr. Nathaniel Brewster, between 
five and six miles from Newburgh. 

Captain Machin, we believe, was an Englishman and came out before 
the American Revolution as an officer in the British service. During the 
war he entered the American army as an engineer, and was employed 
by Congress in 1777 in erecting fortifications in the Highlands, and in 
stretching the chain across the [Hudson] river at West Point. After the 
war he came and located at the pond. His operations there, as they were 
conducted in secret, were looked upon at that time with suspicion, as 
illegal and wrong. 

The mint house was located on the east side of Machin’s Pond, about 
one eighth of a mile distant from the pond. The building was erected in 
1 784, by Thomas Machin, and was still standing in 1 792, at which time 
the rollers, press, and cutting machine were taken out. The coins were 
struck by means of a large bar loaded at each end with a 500 pound 
ball, with ropes attached. Two men were required on each side, making 
four in all, to strike the pieces, besides a man to set the planchets. The 
metal of which the coins were struck was composed of old brass cannon 
and mortars, the zinc from the copper being extracted by smelting in a 
furnace. About sixty of the coins were struck a minute. The sloop 
Newburgh (Captain Isaac Belknap) carried for a number of years the 
coining press as part ballast. The coins were made by James F. Atlee. 
Many of them bore the obverse GEORGIUS HI and the reverse INDE 
ET LIB, Others bore the figure of a plough on one side. The mint 

ceased operations in the year 1 791. so ends excerpt from 

Crosby’s commentary. 

The reader is referred to Robert A. Vlack’s Early American Coins, 
pages 67 ff, for additional information. Most of the pieces in the 
following list are attributed to Vlack’s numbers. The present offering is 
one of the most extensive groupings of Machin’s Mills imitation 
halfpennies ever to be auctioned.

256 1790 Standish Barry threepence. Bearing a day date in addition to 
a year date, BALTIMORE TOWN JULY 4, (17)90, this coin 
was struck by 27-year-old Standish Barry, a silversmith and 
clockmaker. The coin was probably struck for commemora- 
tive or advertising purposes. 

The present specimen is in Very Good grade with some 
marks and planchet waviness as illustrated. About a dozen 
specimens of this rarity are known to exist, and the present 
example is in about the middle range of condition. A famous 
American colonial rarity and, as such, worthy of spirited 
bidding competition. Only rarely does a Standish Barry 
threepence in any grade come on the market. 





257 1796 Myddelton token in silver. This artistic and beautiful coin, 
one of the most outstanding works of coinage art in the early 
American series, is said to have been the work of Conrad 
Kuchler (who prepared many British pattern coins around 
the turn of the 19th century) and was struck at Boulton and 
Watt’s Soho Mint in Birmingham. The obverse bears the 
legend PAYABLE BY P.P.P. MYDDELTON, a reference to 
Philip Parry Price Myddelton, an enterpreneur who owned 
considerable real estate in Kentucky and induced numerous 
Englishmen to move there. The reverse depicts an allegorical 
scene of the Goddess of Plenty, with cornucopia, extending a 
welcoming hand to a woman and her two children— 
emblematic of the riches and warm reception awaiting 
English migrants to Kentucky. The legend BRITISH SET- 
TLEMENT KENTUCKY surrounds, with the date 1796 
below. 

Apparently the Myddelton coinage, anticipated for exten- 
sive circulation in the British Settlement in Kentucky, never 
reached circulation, for all specimens known today are Proofs 
in copper or silver. 

The presently offered coin is a Choice Proof in silver with 
light toning as acquired over a long period of years. Some 
trivial handling marks are scarcely worthy of attention. This 
coin is one of the finest known examples of what A Guide 
Book of U.S. Coins calls, an issue “unsurpassed in beauty and 
design by any piece issued for American circulation.”

258 New Yorke In America token. Pewter. The obverse depicts a perched eagle with the legend NEW YORKE IN 
AMERICA surrounding. The reverse portrays a luxuriant palm- type tropical tree with Cupid to the left and Venus to 
the right. 

Information concerning this piece is sketchy. ScotCs Comprehensive Catalogue ofU.S. Coins (1971 edition, page 
25) notes that the piece appears to be an authentic early issue probably struck in or around the early 19th century. 
But four specimens are known to exist, observes Scott: (1) Hague [Holland] Museum, (2) Massachusetts Historical 
Society, (3) Smithsonian Institution, (4) Gore Collection. 

The Guide Book (cf. p. 49) observes that only three or four pieces were known to Sylvester S. Crosby and that a 
number have since been discovered (this comment covers the “common” brass pieces, not the pewter). An article 
from the Historical Magazine, 1861, is quoted: 

The style in which it [this token] is executed is more Dutch than English; and as the only existing specimen is 
preserved in Holland, it is probable that the dies were originally cut there . . . There is no date upon the token, but it 
evidently belongs to the period between 1664, when the name New Yorke was first adopted, and 1710, after which 
it was rarely spelled with an e. It should probably be referred to the latter part of this period, for the currency of the 
colonies was then in a very unsettled state, and the amount in circulation was not adequate to the wants of trade . . . 

“Without venturing to claim that this coin contains the earliest display of the American eagle, we think it 
unquestionably deserves to be considered the earliest New York token.” 

The present specimen is from the Gore Collection and is the 4th piece in the Scott enumeration given above. It is 
in Extremely Fine condition, as illustrated. Here is one of the most important colonial offerings in this sale. Should 
attract great attention! 
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Exceedingly Rare ‘*FUCIO” Fugio Cent 




259 1787 “FUCIO” Fugio cent. Newman 2-C. One of the most 
famous of all Fugio cents, this specimen has the legend 
spelled FUCIO rather than the normal FUGIO, due to the 
inadvertent use of a C punch rather than a G punch by the 
die engraver. 

Although estimates such as “5 known” have appeared in 
auction catalogues from time to time, it is our opinion that 
about twenty FUCIO cents are known in all grades. The 
present coin, an attractive Extremely Fine with some claims 
to AU, is certainly one of the finest known examples. 
Perhaps we are being conservative, for the consignor acquired 
it as the finest known. In any event, it is a superb specimen 
of one of the great classics in the Fugio series. It is probable 
that many years will elapse before an equal piece comes up 
on the auction block.

Now the quota system plus restrictive state 
regulations on the employment of aliens (irregardless of 
whether or not they want to become American citizens 
eventually) has made it impossible for many well- qualified 
and well-intentioned foreigners to emigrate to the United 
States.

When preparing the die for 
the first cent, the engraver, believed to have been Jean Pierre 
Droz, a Swiss, was fearful that AMERICA would not fit. So, 
he abbreviated the name to AMERI. It later developed that 
these fears were unfounded, for subsequent 1793 Chain cents 
had the full AMERICA spelling. 

The present coin is a beautiful Extremely Fine. A few 
scattered marks we will mention, but in view of the otherwise 
flawless character of the piece these are scarcely worth 
noticing. The coin is completely free of the bruises, weak 
rims, retooling, and other detriments which are so often 
encountered on pieces of this classic variety.

1857, the 1856 issue being a limited-production pattern. At 
the same time the Mint began its recall of the old-style large 
cents. To facilitate the exchange of old cents for new, a 
special booth was set up in the Mint yard in Philadelphia. The 
new 1857 flying eagle cents were put up in bags of 500 coins 
for exchange for $5 face value worth of large cents. 

The flying eagle cent, inspired by Christian GobrechCs 
illustrious flying eagle pattern dollars of 1836-1839, was one 
of the shortest-lived of all U.S. designs, specimens for 
circulation having been made only in two years, 1857 and 

1858. 




277 1859 Indian cent. Type with laurel wreath reverse. Important and 
distinctive as a one-year type; a rarity in American numisma- 
tics. Gem Brilliant Uncirculated. 





283 1853 Silver three-cent piece. Type I design, which was coined 
from 1851 through 1853 inclusive. Choice Brilliant Uncircu- 
lated. Becoming elusive in this condition. 

Note: At the time of issue the silver three-cent piece was 
designated as the ^frime^^ by the Mint. However, the 
appellation didn h stick, either with the public then or with 
collectors today. 





284 1858 Silver three-cent piece. Type II design, which was coined 
from 1854 through 1858 inclusive.

Note: The Type 11 design was created to make the tiny 
three-cent piece larger in diameter (at the expense of its 
thickness).

Note: In 1858 dissatisfaction was expressed with the flying 285 

eagle cent then in circulation, albeit just for two years, and 
an extensive series of pattern cents were prepared. Basically, 
these divided themselves into three major categories: (1) 

Styles with the regular-issue [large or small letters] obverse in 
combination with several pattern reverses, (2) A new flying 
eagle style with a small, skinny, and rather unartistic bird on 
the obverse, in combination with several different reverses, 
and (3) The Indian head style [as adopted in ^59] in 
combination with several different reverses. After extensive 
experimentation and a bit of ^^un’^ (making some rarities for 
sale to collectors; the sale and trading of sets of 1858 pattern 
cents was prevalent at the Mint at that time), the Indian cent 
obverse with the laurel wreath reverse was finally decided 
upon. Thus, beginning in 1859 specimens of this new style 
were made for circulation. 




278 1861 Indian cent. Copper-nickel style of 1860-1864 with oak

So, the 1 936-D has remained rare in Uncirculated grade since 
then. 

The coin catalogues $30 in Extremely Fine grade, as 
opposed to just $9 for 1935-S and 1936-S in comparable 
condition. Why is this? This is because of the fact that 
unknowing persons who see the Uncirculated grade assume 
falsely that 1936-D is scarcer in lower grades as well. This is 
not true. 1 936-D in Extremely Fine is not appreciably scarcer 
than either 1 935-S or 1 936-S!

1836 Dollar With C. GOBRECHT F. in Field 
—Exceedingly rare; only 18 struck— 




336 1836 Gobrecht silver dollar. Representative of the illustrious 
silver dollars made by Christian Gobrecht and dated 1836, 
1838, and 1839. The present example is the exceedingly rare 
variety with C. GOBRECHT F. in the field between the base 
and date. The reverse depicts an eagle flying left amid a 
constellation of 26 stars (13 small stars and 13 large stars). 
The Guide Book of U.S. Coins notes that just 18 were struck 
and omits pricing this rarity. 

This variety is of immense historical and numismatic 
importance. Over the years we have handled several of these 
landmark coins, and it has always been a special pleasure to 
catalogue them. 

The history of the piece is fascinating. Mint Director 
Patterson, upon examining Christian Gobrecht’s workman- 
ship on the new silver dollar design, was so pleased with it 
that he directed Gobrecht to place his name prominently on 
the die. Accordingly, C. GOBRECHT F. (the “F” being the 
abbreviation for the Latin word fecit: “made it”) was placed 
on the die in the field above the date and below the base of 
Liberty. 

An unfavorable newspaper article appeared which criti- 
cized the “conceit” of Gobrecht for placing his name so 
conspicuously on the coin. Gobrecht’s feelings were hurt, and 
he insisted that his name be removed from the coin. Director 
Patterson, still proud of Gobrecht’s artistry, directed that the 
name be relocated to a less prominent place on the base of 
Liberty, where it indeed did appear on later 1836 issues. 

The coin offered here is a Choice Brilliant Proof example 
struck from dies showing only a tiny hairline crack (as on 
other specimens generally catalogued as originals, the Louis 
Eliasberg Collection coin being another example) on the 
reverse, and not the heavy break seen on later issues. The 
historical and numismatic importance of this coin is equalled 
by few other coins in the American series. It was the 
forerunner, the ancestor of all Liberty seated coins— a series 
which ran until it was discontinued many years later (in the 
10c, 25c, and 50c denominations) in 1891.

The design is in high relief 
It was found (in December 1921 when these were minted) 
that one blow of the coining press would not fully strike up 
the high points of the design detail, specifically the center of 
the hair on the obverse. As a result, the design was modified 
to a much shallower format in 1 922. 




341 1875-S Trade dollar. Choice Brilliant Uncirculated. An excep- 
tionally select specimen of the trade dollar design as coined 
in America from 1873 through 1885. 



Incredible 1851-D Gold Dollar 




342 1851-D Gold dollar. Representative of the Type I design as 
minted from 1849 to 1854. The present coin is a superb 
Choice Brilliant Uncirculated example and is certainly the 
finest known or tied with it.

First year of issue of the 1854-1889 three-dcllar 
gold series, and the only year with the word DOLLARS on 
the reverse in very small letters. Gem Brilliant Uncirculated. 
A superb coin! For the discriminating numismatist who 
wants the finest. 

Note from QDB: Describing the preceding lot reminded 
me of one of the first coins 1 ever purchased from another 
dealer. This was back in 1953. In Wilkes-Barre, Pennsylvania, 
near my home town of Forty Fort, there was a small coin 
shop where I used to spend an occasional few hours looking 
through stock. One afternoon I was shown a real prize: an 
Uncirculated 1854 three- dollar gold piece with what for me 
was a high price (in terms of my own buying power, for I was 
a student in high school at the time)— all of $35! After some 
deliberation I bought it. Soon it was gone to a customer, for 
this was in the beginning era of my coin business. I don^t 
remember the selling price; perhaps $40 or $45. 

This little situation is illustrative of several things: 

First of all, that choice coins such as the 1854 $3 have 
been superb investments over the years, consistently out- 
matching any other investment medium of which I have ever 
heard or encountered. The current value of an Uncirculated 
1854 $3 will be determined when Lot 350 comes up for 
bidding ih the sale— but I imagine that a bid in the $2,500 to 
$3,000 range, considering the quality of the coin, will prevail 
(although, of course, the coin may sell for higher or lower). 
Second, the greatest profits in coins go to a dealer’s 
customers and not to the dealer, providing, of course, that 
the customer has the patience to hold on to his coins for five 
to ten years or more. When I sold the 1 854 $3 back in 1 953 I 
made $5 or $10 on it. If the purchaser still has it, he will 
make $2,000 to $3,000 profit when he sells it!

This and other similar comments were not unheeded by 
the Mint, and shortly thereafter the design was changed to 
the wreath style, thus isolating the 1 793 Chain cent as one of 
the most interesting and historically significant of all early 
American copper coins.

Although this piece is traditionally called the Mint 
Restrike, its fabric indicates that it was privately made 
outside of that venerable institution. The Proskey-Doughty 
commentary quoted by Dr. William H. Sheldon (ef. p. 313 of 
Penny Whimsy) indicates the Mint origin: 

‘‘This singular example of the low moral tone of some of 
our public officials made its appearance about the year 
1860 ... in no (real) sense a restrike . . . but manufactured 
for the sole purpose of supplying coin dealers with a cent . . . 
they could sell to young and ignorant collectors. 

As noted, the coin is not a restrike for it was not restruck 
from original dies. Rather, it is a made-up item, a piece de 
caprice as it were, produced by altering the obverse of an old 
and rusted 1803 cent die and combining it with an irrelevant 
and differently-styled reverse of an 1818 cent. 

The 1804 “restrike” has always been a popular curiosity 
among collectors, so the present coin should sell for a good 
price. It is Uncirculated with a light brown surface.

426 1856 Flying eagle cent. A superb superb specimen of this, one of 
the most famous of all United States coins. The specimen 
here offered is a Choice Proof with beautiful light toning as 
naturally acquired over a long span of years. The ideal 
opportunity for the numismatist who wants the finest quality 
1856 flying eagle cent money will buy. 

Note: The 1856 flying eagle cent was originally conceived 
as a pattern. In 1856 approximately 500 to 600 of these 
coins, mainly in Uncirculated (not Proof) condition, were 
minted in order to test the small diameter (in comparison to 
the standard large copper cent of the period) and the design. 
The Mint was pleased with the new format, and made 500 to 
600 pieces for distribution to congressmen, newspaper 
editors, and others of influence. In addition, a few Proofs 
were minted in 1856. 

Public and legislative reaction was very favorable, and as 
history relates, the flying eagle cent became an actuality in 
1857. During that year millions of 1857 flying eagle cents 
were produced for circulation. 

In the meantime, the 1856 pattern flying eagle cent had 
achieved a fame of its own. It immediately became popular 
with numismatists who recognized its scarcity, at least in 
comparison to the plentiful 1857 and later the plentiful 1858 
cents of the same design. The original 500 to 600 pieces had 
by this time been quite well distributed. But, here was an 
interesting commodity and there was a demand for it— so 
why not strike more 1856-dated flying eagle cents? So ran 
the logic of those in command at the Philadelphia Mint. 

Accordingly, for the next several years, perhaps until as 
late as 1863-1865, the Mint produced additional 1856 flying 
eagle cents, mostly Proofs. At the time the Mint was a 
super-active ^^coin collector and regularly bought, sold, and 
traded coins. To gain pieces for its own cabinet, particularly 
for the Washington Cabinet of coins and medals honoring our 
first president (this collection was dedicated in 1859), the 
Mint produced a wide variety of restrikes of earlier issues, 
including 1804 silver dollars, Gobrecht dollars, and 1856 
flying eagle cents. The value of the 1856 flying eagle cent was 
not great at the time. In 1859 one had an average market 
value of about $2. However, $2 was worth a lot more in 1859 
than it is now— and, considering inflation, it is safe to assume 
that in terms of today ^s dollars each coin could be sold by 
the Mint for about $30 to $40. 

It is nowhere recorded how many 1856 flying eagle cents 
were made. However, for what one guess is worth, we would 
estimate that 1,800 to 2,000 were struck. The most famous 
holding of these pieces was the celebrated John Beck Hoard 
located in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. At one time it contained 
531 pieces in various grades! (That hoard is being sold over a 
period of years by our friends, Jerry Cohen and Abner 
Kreisberg. )

Note: This coin brings to mind the first item that your 
cataloguer (QDB) ever ordered through the mail. In 1953, I 
believe, I received a letter from the Copley Coin Company 
(owned by Maurice M. Gould and Frank Washburn) offering 
me a Proof 1859 Indian cent for the princely sum of $11. I 
sent off my check, and within a week or so the package 
arrived. Upon opening it I was confronted with the most 
beautiful Indian cent I had ever seen! Maury Gould, now a 
friend of mine for many years, presently is a national 
columnist for many papers, an author of several books, and a 
member of the board of governors of the American Numis- 
matic Association. Frank Washburn passed away a few years 
ago. The 1859 cent? I donk recall what happened to it. It 
was sold at a nominal profit, I am sure. I hope that the 
purchaser, who probably paid me $15 or so for it, still owns 
it— for it certainly has been a wonderful investment!

Original Confederate Cent 




431 1861 Confederate States of America cent in copper-nickel metal. Original. One of just twelve specimens struck. Choice 
Uncirculated with light toning. 

In our more than twenty years in numismatics, this is just the second specimen of an original 1861 C.S.A. cent we’ve handled. 
The first, also an Uncirculated piece, was listed in our Rare Coin Review No. 19 two years ago at $14,995 and was sold instantly. 

To our mind the 1861 Confederate States of America cent is one of the most important coins in American numismatics. Its 
history is fascinating: 

The story of the 1861 C.S.A. cent began early in that year when the Confederacy contacted Bailey & Co., the well-known 
Philadelphia jewelers, about coining on a contractual basis a supply of one-cent pieces for the South. Bailey & Co. agreed to do 
this, and contacted Robert Lovett, Jr., a diesinker of that city, to prepare the pieces. In 1860 Lovett had produced a one-cent-size 
business token with an attractive bust of Liberty on the obverse and his own advertisement on the reverse. This aesthetically 
beautiful Liberty design was deemed ideal for use on the Confederate cent. 

Lovett used the Liberty motif for the C.S.A. obverse, surrounding it with the legend CONFEDERATE STATES OF AMERICA, 
and added the 1861 date below. The reverse depicted a wreath of tobacco, cotton, and sugar cane— all products of the South— with 
a cotton bale below. On the bale he added his tiny initial L. 

Lovett struck just twelve pieces in copper-nickel. He was then fearful that his assignment would be viewed as illegal by the 
Union authorities, and he concealed the dies and the twelve coins in his cellar. 

Lovett nevertheless was quite proud of his Confederate cents, and he carried two of them as pocket pieces. Sometime in the 
early 1870’s he accidentally spent one of these in a tavern. The solitary 1861 Confederate cent, as chance would have it, found its 
way to Captain J.W. Haseltine, a coin dealer and prolific researcher. (It was Haseltine who produced a series of pioneering listings 
of American silver coins by die varieties, for example.) Haseltine, familiar with the Liberty design from its use on Lovett’s 1860 
token and other Lovett tokens, immediately recognized who made it. He subsequently made several visits to Lovett in an effort to 
learn the true story of the Confederate cent.

EXCEEDINGLY RARE 1861 ORIGINAL CONFEDERATE CENT (CONT.) 









Lovett, still concerned with the legality of his work, 
remained silent. One day Lovett had a change of heart and 
pulled out one of his cabinet drawers for Haseltine. There all 
in a tidy row were the ten remaining original 1861 
Confederate cents! Lovett then told the story, up to that 
point completely unknown by numismatists, of the origin of 
the G.S.A. pieces. He sold to Haseltine the ten coins and the 
dies used to strike them. 

Realizing the sensation that the knowledge of the exis- 
tence of a genuine Confederate cent would have for 
numismatists, and further realizing that the tiny supply of 
ten original pieces would hardly suffice to fill the demand, 
Haseltine enlisted the help of J. Colvin Randall and Peter L. 
Krider, also of Philadelphia, in producing restrikes from the 
original dies. They were careful not to produce any restrikes 
in the original metal, copper-nickel, thus preserving the 
integrity of the ten (formerly twelve) pieces struck in 1861 
by Lovett 

The story of the restriking was told in an advertisement 
used to sell the subsequently -produced coins: 

Philadelphia^ April 2, 1874 

Having succeeded in discovering and purchasing the dies of 
the Confederate cent, we, the undersigned have concluded to 
strike for the benefit of collectors a limited number, and in 
order to protect those gentlemen who had the [copper^ 
nickel] pieces, originally struck in 1861, we determined to 
strike none in that metal Our intention was to strike five 
hundred in copper, but after the 5Sth impression the collar 
burst and the dies were badly broken. They are now in the 
possession of Mr. Haseltine and may be seen at any time at 
his store. No. 1 343 Chestnut St., Philadelphia. 

The history of this piece is probably known to most 
collectors [having been written up extensively in the numis- 
matic press after Captain Haseltine^ discovery], but for the 
information of those who are ignorant of the facts, we will 
state that the dies were made by Mr. Lovett, of Philadelphia, 
in 1861, who says that they were ordered in that year by the 
South, and that he struck but twelve pieces, but probably 
thinking that he might have some difficulty in reference to 
them (having made the dies for the South), he mentioned the 
matter to no one until a few months since, when he parted 
with ten pieces, struck in [copper-nickel] which he stated 
were all he had, having lost two pieces. One of the said two 





pieces was the means of the dies and pieces being traced. 
Although the Confederacy did not adopt this piece, it will 
always be considered interesting as the only coinage designed 
for the said Confederacy . . , 

The notice went on to say that 7 restrikes were made in 
gold, 12 in silver, and, finally, 55 in copper, and that by April 
2, 1874, six of the ten original 1861 C.S.A. copper-nickel 
cents had been sold. 

The whereabouts of the twelve original C.S.A. cents are 
unknown to us today. To our knowledge no one has ever 
attempted to list known specimens together with their 
pedigrees. 

The presently-offered coin, in superb condition, is one of 
just two specimens we’ve handled in over twenty years of 
numismatics, and it is the first we’ve ever offered at auction. 
Indeed, this variety has been absent from virtually every 
important collection marketed in this century. 

The coin is of great historical importance. Only two coins 
were ever commissioned by the Confederacy: the 1861 cent, 
of which 12 were struck, and the 1861 half dollar, of which 4 
were struck. The half dollar is only partly a unique 
Confederate design, for the obverse is that of a regular 1861 
United States half dollar. 

Your cataloguer has handled some wonderful coins— the 
silver dollar of 1804, three different MCMVII Extremely 
High Relief double eagles (which are now valued at over 
$200,000 each), the 1913 Liberty head nickel, and so 
on— but no coin can claim a richer numismatic history than 
this little cameo 1861 original Confederate cent. This very 
coin was struck in secret, then reposed for years hidden in 
Lovett’s cellar, and then was the subject of sensational news 
in the numismatic world. 

Whether it will bring $15,000 (as mentioned earlier, we 
sold one at private sale two years ago for $14,995) or more 
or less is up to you. If we personally were to have a say about 
it, we would think that $15,000 is absurdly cheap in view of 
the prices that many other U.S. rarities sell for. We’ll be 
jealous of the buyer, for we wish that it were our own. Our 
hope is that in some future day we’ll have the pleasure of 
cataloging this piece of history. Coins such as this are the 
raison d^etre of numismatics!

variety, is often referred to as an overdate. ScotCs Encyclo- 
pedia of U.S. Coins (1971 edition) notes that it is “unveri- 
fied,” and if it exists it is R-8. D.W. Valentine (the noted 
student of the series who published The United States Half 
Dimes in 1931) writes: “All numerals show they have been 
twice punched, and the 5 looks as if it had been made over 
from a 3.” Walter Breen, in his supplement to the Valentine 
work, wrote that “The [Newcomer] plate does not show the 
‘overdate’ too clearly. Whatever it is, it is not a mere recut 
date.” 

This question may never be resolved, for certain of the 
recut figure parts under the final 5 have characteristics of 
both a 3 and a 5. Our personal opinion, and the reader may 
differ, is that it is a recut date and not an overdate. The coin 
certainly is intriguing in any event and keeps its secret well. 
The present coin is certainly one of the finest known, for it is 
Choice Brilliant Uncirculated. 

Note: Readers interested in the half dime series will want 
to acquire a copy of The United States Half Dimes, the title 
of a comprehensive book published at $25 by Quarter- 
man Publications. This volume contains reprints of the 
original Valentine work and the Breen update, plus additional 
commentary by other scholars in the field— a compact 
^Uibrary^^ of half dime information. The foreword to this 
273-page volume was written by your cataloguer, QDB. While 
this book is hardly cheap, it is worth it for the information it 
contains.

''The new hub [used to make the dies for the 1859 
Philadelphia Mint half dime] is of slightly lower relief The 
stars are sharper pointed and are hollow in the center. The 
face, hair, and drapery show marked differences, the arms are 
slimmer, the Liberty cap smaller, the word LIBERTY on 
shield larger, the bottom of the base less irregular and 
projects beyond the foot of Liberty . . . *’ 

559 1860 Choice Brilliant Proof. Some delicate champagne-colored 

toning just beginning to appear. A lovely half dime! 




560 1866 Choice Brilliant Uncirculated. A rarity in this condition, for 
Uncirculated 1866 half dimes only infrequently appear on 
the numismatic market. Worth a really top bid by the 
knowing numismatist! 

Note: Just 10,725 half dimes were made in 1866; divided 
into 10,000 business strikes made for circulation and 725 
Proofs made for collectors. As the Proofs were sold at a 
premium and were especially made to be saved, most pieces 
survive today. How many? Allowing for attrition, accidental 
spending, and other calamities, probably 400 to 500 still are 
with us, of which perhaps 200 or fewer are what we might 
call "Choice. ” 

Uncirculated pieces are another story. At the time of 
mintage, anyone wanting a piece for his or her collection 
would have ordered a Proof, so the survival of an Uncir- 
culated coin is strictly a matter of happenstance, a fortunate 
accident. It is our estimate that perhaps 200 to 300 
non-Proof 1866 half dimes are known in all grades, and of 
this number perhaps two or three dozen— that ^s right— just 
two or three dozen are known in Uncirculated grade. Scott’s 
Encyclopedia of U.S. Coins (1971 edition) takes an even 
more liberal view and states that non-Proof 1866 half dimes 
are Rarity 6, which means that only 13 to 30 pieces exist! 

What the preceding 1866 half dime brings is up to you, but 
by anyone^s calculations it is a major rarity. 

561 1867 Uncirculated or quite close to it, but lightly polished years 

ago, probably around the turn of the century. Since then the 
coin has toned a deep lavender color. As only 8,000 were 
made for circulation this is a major rarity (for the rationale of 
this see our notes under Lot 560 preceding). Worth a good 
price !

Note: The fourth coin in the preceding listing, the Small 
Es variety of 1823/2, brings to mind inconsistencies in 
modern numismatics: what is significant to the collector and 
what isn t. In our opinion the trivial difference in the size of 
the E^s on the reverse is not very important and these 
differences should not constitute major varieties. They are, of 
course, interesting to the specialist who is super-interested in 
minute die differences. Your cataloguer is not, of course, 
impugning the desirability of collecting E-sizes vis-a-vis not 
collecting them. This is a matter of personal opinion. 

However, for consistency, the Guide Book and other 
references should consider what is truly significant and what 
isn t. For example, unlisted in the Guide Book are such major 
(and, again, this is our opinion — our thoughts about what 
constitutes major ) varieties as the 1 794 cent with missing 
fraction bar (a diecutting blunder), the 1 787 Connecticut 
cent with the INDE in INDE ET LIB on the reverse cut over 
an erroneous FUDE (the engraver thought he was engraving a 
Fugio cent and caught his error after FU of FUGIO had been 
cut on the Connecticut die!), the curious 1787 over 1877 
(sic!) Connecticut cent (made by erroneously transposing the 
two center digits at first), and certain overdates among 1839 
gold coins. Are these varieties more important or less 
important than a "1800 'Dotted date' (from die breaks)" 
silver dollar? 

What should I collect?," is one of the c mmonest 
inquiries we get. Our answer is to collect what significant 
to you. It is important not to be slavish to a reference book. 
For example, if you collect Morgan dollars you may want to 
limit your collecting to one of each date, mintmark, and 
overdate-a sensible goal. Or, if you want to make a 
super-specialty of Morgan dollars you may want to collect 
recut dates, unusual die states, etc. There is no right or wrong 
in this regard, and even Guide Book listings change and 
evolve over a period of years as collectors change their 
thoughts about what is significant. 

On second thought, all of this contributec to the interest 
of numismatics. There is room for individuality and personal 
expression. Who would want it to be different?

Note: What we refer to simply as ''rubbing'^ was common- 
ly called ''cabinet friction^’ 10 or 20 years ago in numis- 
matics. At that time and earlier it was common practice (it 
still is in England, by the way) to store coins in mahogany 
cabinets with wooden drawers. Each coin would have a little 
recessed area for its "home.'' The theory was that the putting 
in and taking out of the cabinet would eventually produce 
some rubbing on the higher parts. Today the "cabinet 
friction" term has been generally discarded, for cabinets are 
no longer in use. The friction commonly referred to as 
"rubbing" was most probably (in most instances) acquired 
not from storage in a cabinet but from contact with other 
coins in a mint bag-witness silver dollars in this condition 
taken from a previously-unopened mint-sealed bag, for 
example.

The story of the 1861 C.S.A. half dollar restrike is 
fascinating: 

On February 28, 1861— six weeks before the firing on Fort 
Sumter on April 12— a band of Confederates seized the New 
Orleans Mint and forced the superintendent, William A. 
Elmore, to permit them to strike four specimen pieces (in 
^ff^ct, patterns) of a half dollar which they hoped would 
become a regular Confederate issue— for Southerners gener- 
ally believed that they would win the rebellion in a matter of 
weeks. 

Using a distinctive reverse die prepared by one A.H.M. 
Patterson, which bore a Liberty cap on a pole above the 
Southern insignia surrounded by CONFEDERATE STATES 
OF AMERICA and HALF DOL., chief coiner of the mint 
B.F. Taylor struck four pieces muled with the regular United 
States Liberty seated obverse die, dated 1861 (the rebels 
meant to have their own obverse, too, but failed to procure it 
in time). These four coins— minted with federally-owned 
silver by federal employees and with one federal die, by 
rebels at a United States branch mint— were distributed by 
the militants to President of the Confederacy Jefferson Davis 
(who carried his specimen as a pocket piece throughout the 
war). Professor Biddle of the University of Louisiana, one Dr. 
Ames of New Orleans, and Taylor, the chief coiner who 
struck them. While the rebels who temporarily took the New 
Orleans Mint for their own purposes never got a chance to 
make the design of the Great Seal of the Confederacy into an 
obverse die, as they had originally planned, and never 
returned to strike any more half dollars, they did manage to 
create a great numismatic rarity! 
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Years later, sensing the significance and tremendous 
desirability of the extremely rare 1861 C.S.A. half dollar, the 
well-known dealer J. W. Scott managed to obtain the original 
C.S.A. reverse die. When the Civil War ended, the federal 
government allowed Taylor, who had become the chief 
coiner of the Confederacy when the South seceded, to retain 
the Confederate die, although the obverse die, which was 
U.S. government property, was confiscated. 

Ebenezer Mason, a coin dealer, bought the die and Taylor ^s 
original half dollar from him and resold it to I. W. Scott in 
1879. Scott decided to restrike pieces from the reverse die. 
F earing that the old die would soon shatter, he first struck 
300 white-metal tokens using the reverse die and a token 
obverse bearing the firm^s name. He next obtained 500 
regular 1861-0 half dollars from circulation and planed off 
the reverses, creating a smooth side. The pieces were then 
overstruck with the C.S.A. reverse. The restrikes were sold to 
collectors on a subscription basis. Sales were slow, and it 
took a good number of years to dispose of them all. 

Today the 1861 C.S.A. restrike is a highly desired item. 
Obtaining an original is virtually impossible (of the four 
made, one is unlocated, one is in the cabinet of the American 
Numismatic Society, and the other two are privately held— 
one of the latter having been purchased over the counter by a 
dealer about ten years ago). The restrikes, which have their 
own interesting story, are a fascinating souvenir of the 
short-lived Confederate government.

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It is with great pleasure that we now offer for sale at auction the collection of a prominent midwest 
numismatist. This collection, remarkable for its quality, was assembled over a long period of years. As 
the following pages will disclose, certain of the properties are so choice or so rare that comparable 
specimens will probably not appear on the market for many years. 

Beginning the listing is a collection of early United States Proof sets. Purchased intact in 1968 from 
our New York City dealer friend Lester Merkin (reference: Lots 299-325 of Lester Merkin’s auction sale 
of March 6, 1968), the group consists of sets with their original mint wrappers. These sets were obtained 
directly from the Philadelphia Mint in the year of issue and have remained intact since that time! 

An offering of Proof Morgan dollars from the same collection will attract numismatists and 
discriminating investors. The American gold coins in the consignment are likewise landmarks and include 
one of the most complete collections of Indian type $10 pieces ever auctioned, a collection of Matte 
Proof quarter eagles, and other desirable pieces. 

The “rarest of the rare” in the United States commemorative series is the Panama Pacific set in the 
original copper frame. There are perhaps 100 of these known, and each time one appears on the market 
it attracts wide interest. The present consignment includes not a regular Panama Pacific set but, rather, a 
double Panama Pacific set— with two of each coin, to show the obverse and reverse. So far as can be 
determined, only four or five such sets exist in all of numismatics. 

The consignment of this prominent midwestern numismatist will be long remembered in our field. 
Few groups of coins like it have ever appeared for sale, and few groups like it will ever appear again. 

In conclusion, we would like to thank Lester Merkin of New York City for his kind permission to use 
certain descriptions which originally appeared in his auction sale of March 1968.

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THE STORY OF FARRAN ZERBE AND THE PANAMA PACIFIC COINS 



This article, originally titled ^^The Coin Outlasts the Throne, ’’ was 
written by Frank Morton Todd and published in 1921 in Volume IV of 
^^The Story of the Exposition^’ Farran Zerbe’s numismatic accomplish- 
ments were many and included the presidency of the American 
Numismatic Association, the adoption of the 1921 Peace design silver 
dollar, and the formation of an extensive collection of coins which later 
became the Chase Manhattan Bank Money Museum exhibit. Today the 
highest award given by the American Numismatic Association, the 
Farran Zerbe Award, bears his name. This article presents a con- 
temporary view of one of the most colorful individuals in American 
numismatics. 

Farran Zerbe was once a newsboy in Tyrone, Pennsylvania. 
He had a bank account. He was very proud of it, and proud 
also of the accuracy with which he made out his deposit slips 
and conducted his other small transactions. One day he took 
in change a queer piece of money. It was a silver coin about 
the size of a dime, and it bore odd, misspelled words, which to 
the gimlet-eyed newsboy meant nothing. There was upon it, 
however, the legend “50 CENT.” So it was a half dollar, 
although a bit stunted in its growth, and he counted it for a 
half dollar and tried to deposit it for a half dollar. 

But the cashier said, “What are you trying on us, Farran? 
You’re 50 cents short. And you’ve got a piece of French 
money here. That’s no good in our country.” 

Farran Zerbe was a numismatist, but he didn’t know it 
yet— and wouldn’t have known the difference between a 
numismatist and a counterfeiter. That was the first time it had 
come to his attention that there were more kinds of money 
than Uncle Sam made, and he was a bit incredulous. If there 
had been any other kinds, of importance, people would have 
known about them and they would have circulated on the 
streets of Tyrone, Pennsylvania; but he had never heard of 
any. Yet there was his troublesome dime, marked “50 CENT.” 
when it wasn’t. He had an itching curiosity to know how it 
had come about. 

He began to ask questions. The cashier was glad to answer 
them. Then Zerbe began to read everything he could get hold 
of about coins and medals and the strange things people had 
used in primitive stages of civilization as media of exchange. 
He got acquainted with those people, ancient and modern. 
Being a numismatist involved a great deal he had never 
contemplated. It was worse, really, than being a philatelist! It 
led him into strange fields. He could never read Old Sleuth like 
the other boys; he was sleuthing through translated Hesiod, 
trying to find out what the ancient Greeks used for money, 
and why they did. 



Being a numismatist he became a geographer, an anthro- 
pologist, an archaeologist, an historian, an economist, a 
student of governments, and political systems, and religions, 
and mythology, and symbolism, and heraldry, and art. He 
collected coins, currency, medals. He corresponded with 
scholars and societies of scholars. He became president of the 
American Numismatic Association, a member of the United 
States Assay Commission, and publisher of The Numismatist. 

For Farran Zerbe, that 50-centime piece was the gateway 
into a broad and liberal intellectual life, a life of absorbing, 
unending interest; and money in general became, not riches, 
nor especially a thing to buy luxuries or liquidate debts, nor 
yet a thing to propagate, but a documentary record of the 
progress of man and the stages of his civilization at different 
epochs. Coins were imperishable metal documents and types 
of art indicative of the refinement and mental energy of the 
nations producing them. The money of civilized peoples 
became a chain reaching back, unbroken, 3,000 years, cor- 
recting history and contributing to it; and reaching back with 
some breaks and interruptions not yet linked up, for 2,000 
years more. 

Zerbe never cared to acquire a coin or a medal for its rarity, 
but only for what it could tell. In spite of that limitation his 
collection grew very large. Because of that limitation it became 
one of the notable collections of the world. He could tell you 
things about coins and medals you never thought of before; 
trifling things that might become clues to lost episodes in the 
lives of nations, economically fundamental things about the 
essential nature of a medium of exchange, the persistent 
element of popular valuation found in all media of exchange 
from the plough beasts of Ulysses to California “slugs.” He 
knew the mintmarks and the marks of the great coin designers. 
He knew the delight the scholar derives from getting hold of a 
contemporary portrait of Caesar or Alexander, passed by the 
sitter and stamped by the government; and how when such a 
portrait is a good piece of art it authenticates the genius of a 
people that could breed artists capable of such work. 

He added some notable borrowings to his collection and 
brought them all to the Panama Pacific International Expo- 
sition in San Francisco in 1915. The exhibit was installed in 
the Palace of Liberal Arts, in which department it belonged 
under the classification, making as a whole the greatest index 
to money ever collectively displayed, and the most note- 
worthy numismatic exhibit ever seen at an American expo- 
sition. 

There were about 20,000 original specimens of what man at 
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the main stages of his evolution and in all known countries has 
used as money, and the whole collection represented a one 
time value of at least $50,000,000.00 . . . 

There were clay tablets of accounts from Nippur, consti- 
tuting a record of values measured in labor, love, stock, and 
grain. There were implement-shaped metal pieces from China, 
meant to be the fixed price of the article represented, for even 
in ancient times people befuddled themselves with the 
supposition that government could fix prices permanently— a 
knife-shaped coin, for example, standing for the the price of a 
razor, but without power to enlarge or diminish itself in 
response to the ever changing relation of razor supply and 
demand. A similar idea and use of such original token money 
was found among the Aztecs, indicating either some early 
connection between the peoples of the two continents or else 
a mere, common coincidence of fallacious ideas. 

There were “plugs” of brick tea, stamped by the Russian 
Government, notched so they could be broken into small 
change, and circulated among the peoples of Tibet; long black 
strips of licorice-soaked tobacco, pierced so they could be 
strung for necklaces, made in Petersburg, Virginia, and circu- 
lated as money in certain South Pacific islands, where they 
would buy more than anything else you could take there; a 
slab of copper two feet long, a foot wide, and an inch or so 
thick, which was once eight dollars in Sweden; and gold coins 
of some Indian state that were no larger than a pinhead. There 
was leather money, paper money, shells, wampum of all 
descriptions, rubber money, condensed milk money, bone, 
fiber, clay, coal, glass, cloth, and pasteboard, and there were 



linen notes, and iron coins in the shape of fish hooks and 
musket balls. There were Russian platinum coins minted when 
platinum was so little valued that it was thought only good to 
make jitneys with. There was every kind of wildcat note, 
including the money of John Law and his Mississippi Bubble. 
There were interesting historical and financial documents— 
checks of many presidents, from Washington to Lincoln. There 
was a check for half a cent, and a photograph of the 
Government voucher for $40,000,000.00 in payment for the 
French interests in the Panama Canal. There were notes 
redeemable in rum. And there were private coinages such as 
the 50-dollar slugs of California, beaver coins of Oregon, 
Mormon issues of Utah, and the Bechtler coins of the South. 

There were coins here that showed something about the art, 
architecture, mythology, religion, sports, and pleasures of 
every period of Greece in her glory, and Rome in her fall. The 
deterioration that followed the universal tragedy of a dead 
empire was reflected in the barbarous crudities of the coins of 
the Dark Ages. There was siege money in all its variety; the 
devices of besieged cities to carry on business in spite of war. 
It told sometimes of lost causes, of nations going down; it 
suggested civilizations destroyed and forgotten. 

The collection aroused great interest in the subject of 
numismatics, and well it might. It was one of the most definite 
educational factors of the Exposition. 

The Exposition Coins and Medals 

On the basis of federal legislation the Exposition instituted 
an official Coin and Medal Department, and put it under the 
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direction of Farran Zerbe. The Act of Congress provided that a 
series of commemorative medals, a souvenir medal, the award 
medal, and the diplomas, were to be produced by the 
Government and delivered to the Exposition at face falue for 
the coins and at cost for the other items ... The Secretary of 
the Treasury was authorized to obtain suitable designs; but the 
Exposition had no voice in the selection of them, and did not 
know what the coins would look like when they were finally 
delivered. 

Owing to the lateness of the date on which the Act of 
Congress was passed— January 16, 1915— it was impossible to 
have any of the coins produced until about three months after 
the opening of the Exposition. In order to have them then, 
dies for the gold dollar were made by a private concern at the 
Exposition’s expense, and they were probably the first United 
States coin dies to be made by other than Government 
employees since the practical organization of the Mint 

In spite of the delay, the Coinage Department took in 
$179,506 in the Exposition period, and $51,966 in the 
post-Exposition period. The whole net return of the Expo- 
sition’s coin and medal business after deducting the cost of 
materials and all administration came to $65,555.09.

60,000 commemorative half dollars were coined, of which 
34 were reserved for assay. Of the 59,966 pieces available, 
27,100 were sold and 32,866 were destroyed later at the Mint. 
25,034 gold dollars were coined, of which 34 were used for 
assay and the balance all sold. 10,017 $2.50 gold pieces were 
struck of which 17 were used for assay, leaving 10,000 
available. Of these 10,000 there were 6,750 sold and the rest, 
3,250 pieces, were melted. 



There were 1,509 of the octagonal $50 pieces made of 
which 9 were used for assay, 646 were actually sold and 854 
went to the melting pot. There were 1,510 round $50 gold 

pieces including 10 for assay. Just 483 were sold. 1,017 were 
melted . . . 

All of the commemorative Exposition coins were struck at 
the San Francisco Mint and bear the ‘‘S” mintmark . . . For 
the coining of the $50 pieces a special hydraulic press weighing 
14 tons, with a striking power of 450 tons, ordinarily used at 
the Philadelphia Mint for striking medals, was delivered to the 
San Francisco Mint. 




The striking of the first octagonal 50-dollar gold piece, the 
largest coin ever authorized by the Government, and the first 
of any other shape than circular, was made a notable occasion 
at the Mint, as the passage of an act authorizing it was a rare 
tribute to California and the Exposition. The Superintendent, 
Mr. T.W.H. Shanahan, extended invitations to various digni- 
taries and to members of the American Numismatic Associa- 
tion, to be present at eleven o’clock on the morning of June 
21, 1915, when the first of these coins was struck. 

Supt. Shanahan produced the first piece, saying that he was 
about to strike the first 50-dollar coin ever issued under 
authority of law in the United States ... He then pulled the 
lever and handed the resultant coin to Mr. Moore for 
inspection. Moore then operated the lever for the second 
piece, and other members of the party took their turns at 

making money, keeping up the delightful exercise until lunch 
time . . . 

The various commemorative coins were in good demand. 
Advance orders amounted to a sales volume of $40,000. Prices 
were: half dollars, $1 each or 6 for $5. Gold dollars, $2 each, 
or 6 for $10. $2.50 gold pieces, $4 each, or 6 for $20. $50 
gold pieces, either shape, $100 each. Complete sets mounted 
in metal frmaes or leather cases sold for $200. That both 
shapes of the $50 pieces were of the same design was a 
disappointment and in many cases limited the sale to one coin. 
On this account, towards the end of the Exposition, sets with 
choice of one $50 piece were sold at $100 each. 

Many sales were made to banks throughout the country. 
Usually they were of sets mounted in metal (copper) 
frames ... With the close of the Exposition this exhibit was 
moved to the Palace of Fine Arts where it looked very much at 
home and continued as a sales agency for the Exposition over 
the post-Exposition period to May 1, 1916. The Department 
was continued on a mail order basis down to November 1, 
1916, when, at the request of the Exposition and by authority 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, the coins remaining unsold 
were returned to the Mint and destroyed.

Basically Very Fine, but with some slight weakness as 
illustrated. Holed and plugged near the top border which, for 
some reason, is nearly always the case with this denomination 
(as nearly all known specimens are holed and plugged in this 
manner, perhaps their original distribution was as gifts on a 
bracelet— or perhaps there is another explanation other than 
happenstance).

The coin is believed to have been a product of 
Machin’s Mill near Newburgh, New York, at which location 
other related issues including other IMMUNE COLUMBIA 
varieties. New York coinages, etc. were produced. The coin is 
in Good grade as illustrated. As is the case with all known 
specimens of Ryder 1, the piece is struck on a planchet which

is too small for the design. In addition, the reverse die was 
not properly aligned with the obverse, with the result that 
the obverse is normal while the reverse appears to be off 
center. A few surface scratches are here and there, including 
the number 112 which is lightly pin scratched on the cheek. 

The piece, while ostensibly in low grade, really isn’t in low 
grade for a coin of this variety— as the Vermont specialist 
knows. These pieces were carelessly produced under primitive 
circumstances, as the related Ryder 13 (Vermont/ 
BRITANNIA copper), also produced by the facile Capt. 
Machin, evidences. 

An exceedingly important coin. Usually years will pass 
between offerings of a 1785 Vermont/IMMUNE COLUMBIA 
copper at auction.

Very Fine to Extremely Fine. Struck on a nice planchet 
which is remarkably free from defects.

The new 1976 edition of Scott^s Catalogue and Encyclo- 
pedia of U.S. Coins, written by Don Taxay, one of America’s 
most prominent numismatic scholars, states forthrightly: 
“Unknown in Uncirculated; very rare in Extremely Fine 
grade.” That’s right, unknown in Uncirculated. (Don Taxay 
was not aware of the specimen we offer here, but he did 
intensely survey museums, sale catalogues and other sources.) 

In his monograph. Major Varieties of the United States 
Three Dollar Gold Pieces, Walter H. Breen has written (we 
excerpt for brevity): “These are usually miserably struck, 
weak on head, date, and borders . . .

Note: A brief history of the $4 gold piece is given in U.S. 
Patterns, by Dr. J. Hewitt Judd: 

The four- dollar piece was first suggested as an international 
coin by Hon. John A. Kasson, then United States minister to 
Austria, who had formerly been Chairman of the Committee 
of Coinage, Weights, and Measures. He thought it was 
desirable to have a gold coin approximating the value of coins 
based on the metric system used in the European countries, 
such as the Austrian 8 florins, the Erench 20 francs, the 
Italian 20 lire, the Spanish 20 pesetas, and the Dutch 8 
florins. 

The committee on coinage favored the plan and suggested 
that a name suitable for the four-dollar coin would be **One 
Stella, ” in analogy to one eagle, both the star and the eagle 
being national emblems on our coins. 

Eifteen sets were struck from the Barber designs [ these are 
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the flowing hair coins] in 1879. These proved to be very 
popular with congressmen, who were each entitled to a set 
[piece] at the Mint’s cost price of approximately $6.50. 

Therefore, early in 1880 the Congressional Committee on 
Coinage ordered additional sets. There being no hubs to 
duplicate the dies, the old dies with the date 1879 were used 
to strike 400 more sets. On October 12, 1880, Mr. S.K. 
Harzfeld reported an interview with the Superintendent of 
the Mint, A. Loudon Snowdon, in which he stated that 150 
sets of the 415 struck were still in the vaults of the Mint. Mr. 
Snowden agreed to sell these to numismatists at $15 a set 
instead of melting them, if permission could be obtained 
from Washington.

Early in 1861 
new double eagle reverse dies with tall, narrow letters were 
sent to Philadelphia, New Orleans, and San Francisco. It was 
anticipated that $20 pieces from this time forth would be of 
the new Paquet style. 

On January 5, 1861, two pieces were struck at the 
Philadelphia Mint. It was noted that the reverse die was 
slightly too large for the obverse and that the reverse border, 
being too narrow, would not strike up properly. In addition, 
there would he abnormal wear on the dies when the coins 
were struck. 

The Director immediately countermanded any further use 
of the dies. The message was wired to New Orleans and 
arrived there before any coins were struck. The order to the 
San Francisco Mint was sent overland, there being no 
telegraph west of St. Joseph, Missouri, at the time. Before the 
Director's orders arrived (in February 1861) 19,250 1861-S 
Paquet double eagles had been struck. Apparently most of 
them were subsequently melted before release and were 
recoined into regular (pre-Paquet design) style pieces. 

The existence of 1861-S Paquet double eagles was not 
known to numismatists until many years later. Today it is, of 
course, one of the most famous and most desired of all 
double eagle varieties, not to mention being among the most 
rare. It has the additional distinction of being a separate 
design type with an interesting story.

Note: A number of authorities (e.g., Scott’s Encyclopedia 
of U.S. Coins and Wayte Raymond’s Standard Catalogue of 
U.S. Coins) have listed this piece with regular issues. As J-228 
is usually seen in Uncirculated grade rather than J*roof the 
thought has been that pieces were made for circulation or at 
least that many reached circulation (following the analogy of 
the 1856 flying eagle cent). However, experience has shown 
that few examples of J-228 were ever circulated. 90% or 
more of the known pieces are in mint condition. It is our 
thought that this piece was produced in quantity and in 
Uncirculated (rather than I*roof) grade to provide an idea of 
what the new design would look like. Coins were distributed 
widely among collectors and dealers (but not newspaper 
editors, politicians, etc. as was done with the 1856 flying 
eagle cent) as souvenirs and collectors’ items— there being an 
intense new interest in coins at the time.

Beginning in 1861 there was a sentiment to place the name 
of the Diety on our coinage. GOD OUR TRUST was one of 
the first mottoes suggested. IN GOD WE TRUST, the motto 
eventually adopted (it first appeared on a circulating coin 
with the two-cent piece of 1864), was first used on pattern 
coins two years after 1861, in 1863. For some reason, IN 
GOD WE TRUST never was used on paper money— until in 
the 1950’s Matt Rothert first suggested the idea. So, now the 
government emphasizes God on our coins and paper money 
and considers IN GOD WE TRUST a necessary part of all 
new designs (the new bicentennial coins being the latest 
example). At the same time the Supreme Court has decreed 
that God has no place with our children in the public school 
systems (cf. decisions relating to Bible reading, etc.). 




1183 50c Pattern. 1869 J-756. Standard Silver issue. Copper. Choice 
Proof with beautiful light toning. Rare so fine! 




1184 50c Pattern. 1869 J-762. Impression from the regular dies in 
nickel metal Exceedingly rare. Dr. Judd notes that only two 
or three specimens are known to exist.

Note: Unlike most politicians, John F. Kennedy appre- 
ciated the arts. One can only speculate what advancements 
might have been made on the national level in this direction 
had he fulfilled his term of office. It is distressing to your 
cataloguer to know that the Smithsonian Institution (to 
mention just one of many things) is undergoing ^staff and 
budget cuts, while at the same time we apparently ''need” to 
spend over $1 billion apiece for nuclear submarines, not to 
mention countless billions for CIA activities, armament, etc. 
IFs too bad that in some distant century America will be 
remembered for its military might rather than for a flowering 
of the arts. At least that’s one person’s personal opinion. 




1204 Rare Mormon token, 1846. Obverse with a busy beehive 
surrounded by: DO YOUR DUTY / 1846. Reverse with 
clasped hands (the motif found on the later Mormon gold 
pieces from Deseret) and the inscription: UNION IS / 
STRENGTH. Brass. Sharp Extremely Fine. 

Little is known about this token. In a 1911 issue of The 
Numismatist, page 241, S.L. McGarry wrote the following as 
part of an article entitled “Mormon Money.” 

MORMON CENT. During the year 1846 -the beginning of 
the great exodus from Nauvoo to the Salt lake Valley there 
appeared a strange little brass token that has created and 
attracted the attention of church members and collectors 
from all over the world. 

The date, and Brigham Young’s (Young was then leader of 
the Mormons) favorite emblem, the beehive, meaning let 
everyone do his duty, and clasped hands signifying friend- 
ship, indicate very strongly that the coin is associated with 
the Mormons. 



So ends McGarry’s description. Apparently he had never 
seen one of these in person, for he relates someone else’s 
thoughts concerning the diameter. The presently-offered 
specimen is the second one we’ve had in twenty five years. 
Rare! 




1205 5c Encased postage stamp. DRAKE’S PLANTATION BITTERS. 
Catalogue No. (Friedberg) EP-74. Extremely Fine. 

Note: Drake’s Plantation Bitters, a nostrum sold during the 
late 19th century, was packaged in amber bottles shaped like 
log cabins. These can occasionally be found in antique stores 
today. The firm’s mystical trademark was "S.T. 1860 X,” the 
meaning of which is unknown today, although it has been 
theorized that it is an abbreviation for "Started Trade 1860 
with $1 0. ”

exchange medium, or a commemorative issue, nor do we I 

know what value is carried with it, because of the lack of I 

information and numbers designating the value thereof. The I 
coin is said to be approximately the size of a dime. 
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1206 1796 Myddelton token in copper. Seldom in a rare coin auction 
has a single Myddelton token appeared. The Kensington 
Collection sale, remarkable for its superlatives, features two 
pieces! The first, a silver impression, is offered earlier in the 
catalogue as Lot 257. The second is offered here. 

Offered now is a P.P.P. Myddelton token in copper. 
According to estimates, there are only about a half dozen 
specimens known in this metal. Scott’s Encyclopedia of U.S. 
Coins states that there are just 4 to 6 pieces in existence. It 
would be difficult to argue with this. In nearly twenty five 
years of professional numismatics we have had the privilege 
of owning or offering for sale several of the silver pieces, each 
of which is a major rarity, but never have we offered a copper 
example. During the same quarter century we have had the 
chance to buy just one piece, which we passed by because it 
had been cleaned. 

The present coin is a Choice Proof with beautiful toning. 
No finer example of the 1796 copper Myddelton token does 
or could exist. It may well be that another quarter century 
may pass before another piece is offered for public sale. The 
rarity, beauty, and importance of this specimen cannot be 
overemphasized! 

Note: As we mentioned in our description of Lot 257, this 
artistic and beautiful coin is one of the most outstanding 
works of coinage art in the early American series. It is said to 
have been the work of Conrad Kuchler (who prepared many 
British pattern coins around the turn of the 20th century) 
and was struck at Boulton and Watt’s Soho Mint in 
Birmingham. 

The obverse bears the legend PAYABLE BY P.P.P.

Letter, signed by Theodore Roosevelt. Signed copy of a three- 
page letter to a Mr. Wm. Boldly signed, in pencil, in full by 
Theodore Roosevelt. Dated November 11, 1907. This im- 
portant letter describes Roosevelt’s feelings toward having 
the motto “In God We Trust” on U.S. coins and why he did 
not want it on the currently new $10 and $20 gold pieces 
designed by St.-Gaudens. 

To our knowledge the contents of this letter have never 
been published in a numismatic reference book. For histori- 
cal purposes we reproduce the entire contents herewith: 

Dear Sir: 

When the question of the new coinage came up we lookt 
[sic] into the law and found there was no warrant therein for 
putting GOD WE TRUST^’ on the coins. As the custom, 
altho without legal warrant had grown up, however, I might 
have felt at liberty to keep the inscription had I approved of 
its being on the coinage. But as I did not approve of it, I did 
not direct that it should again be put on. Of course the 
matter of the law is absolutely in the hands of Congress, and 
any direction of Congress in the matter will be immediately 
obeyed. At present, as I have said, there is no warrant in law 
for the inscription. 

My own feeling in the matter is due to my very firm 
conviction that to put such a motto on coins, or to use it in 
any kindred manner, not only does no good but does positive 
harm, and is in effect irreverence which comes dangerously 
close to sacrilege. A beautiful and solemn sentence such as 
the one in question should be treated and uttered only with 
that fine reverence which necessarily implies a certain 
exaltation of spirit. Any use which tends to cheapen it, and, 
above all, any use which tends to secure its being treated in a 
spirit of levity, as is from every standpoint profoundly to be 
regretted. It is a motto which it is indeed well to have , 
inscribed on our great national monuments, in our temples of ' 
justice, in our legislative halls, and in buildings such as those \ 
at West Point and Annapolis - in short, wherever it will tend ' 
to arouse and inspire a lofty emotion in those who look j 
thereon. But it seems to me eminently unwise to cheapen i 
such a motto by use on coins, just as it would be to cheapen ^ 
it by use on postage stamps, or in advertisements. As regards i 
its use on the coinage we have actual experience by which to i 
go. In all my life I have never heard any human being speak ( 
reverently of this motto on the coins or show any sign of its j 
having appealed to any high emotion in him. But I have ^ 
literally hundreds of times heard it used as an occasion of, 
and incitement to, the sneering ridicule which it is above all 
things undesirable that so beautiful and exalted a phrase ^ 
should excite. For example, thruout [sic] the long contest, ^ 
extending over several decades, on the free coinage question, P 
the existence of this motto on the coins was a constant ® 
source of jest and ridicule; and this was unavoidable. S 
Everyone must remember the innumerable cartoons and ^ 
articles based on phrases like ^^In God we trust for the other jP 
eight cents^^; ^^In God we trust for the short weight^^; ^^In & 
God we trust for the thirty-seven cents we do not pay and q\ 
so forth, and so forth. Surely I am well within bounds when I % 
say that a use of the phrase which invites constant levity of .C 
this type is most undesirable. If Congress alters the law and ® 
directs me to replace on the coins the sentence in question S 
the direction will be immediately put into effect; but I very ^ 
earnestly trust that the religious sentiment of the country, ^ 
the spirit of reverence in the country, will prevent any such & 

notion being taken. gc
